LONDON, Nov. 20. French troops broke through the historic Bur­ 
gundy gap at Belfort and reached the Rhine, it was announced today aa 
five other Allied armies hit sagging German defenses along all the other 
historic mutes of invasion into Germany 
It was the week of greatest 
promise since the Normandy break-through. 
French troops and armor unhinged the entire German southern 
flank at the Swiss border and surged into the outskirts of the by-passed 
fortress city of Belton in a break-through 
American and French forces seized the entrances to four of the 
six main passes through the Vosges to the Rhine 
They are battling 37 
miles from Strasbourg, 21 miles from Colmar and IO miles from Mul- 
house, all important cities on the f rench sidf of the Rhine 
Third Army forces, crushing Metz in a grip that seized a third of 
that blocked-off fortress city, drew up to the Baar border on a 10-mile 
J front and punched out a tlve-mile square block of territory in Germany 
northwest of the Baar and east of the Luxembourg border 
On the Cologne plain three Allied armies lighting on Gen. Eisen­ 
hower’s most concentrated front had- bulged approximately five miles 
northeast of Aachen since the start of their offensive through the Ger­ 
mans' moat formidable and determined defense 
Losing village after village, the 
Oerman stand at last was showing 
signs ol a crackup in spots as the 
British Second and United States 
Ninth and First armies threw the 
armored, 
artillery, 
infantry 
and 
aerial punches which might break 
through to Cologne on the Rhine, 
26 miles away, Dusseldorf ami the 
Ruhr valley to the northeast. 
Here the American Ninth Army 
of Lt. Gen. William Simpson forged 
aheud for gains of a mile or more 
and field dispatches said aerial re­ 
connaissance disclosed signs of a 
German withdrawal toward Cologne 
and the Ruhr. 
There was a "decided movement 
of motor transport eastwards” from 
the Duren and Julich areas, ami 
many anti-aircraft positions had 
been abandoned, it was said. 
German Retreat Under Way 
Xii Holland the 'british’stabbing 
to the Maas six and a half miles 
below VenJo, were feeling out Natl 
defenses two and a half miles from 
the Oerman border and 29 miles 
from Du.v;cldorf. 
In the southern sectors of the 
front the French and the Third 
Army had thrown the Germans into 
a tailspin. 
Flout line dispatches indicated a 
definite Oerman retreat was on to 
the Rhine and the Baar, boundaries 
of the Reich. 
The First French Army reached 
the Rhine after racing through the 
Belfort gap in an outflanking ma­ 
neuver which seized all or moat bf 
the high ground on its south side. 
In the bloody battle area east and 
northeast of Aachen, American and 
British 
troops, 
exerting 
terrific 
pressure un a constructed 15-mlte 
wide front, scored advances in the 
Cologne plain. 
Behind a torrent of bombs and 
shells troops of the American Ninth 
and British Second armies puahsti 
a mile northeast and two miles 
north of fallen Gelleukirchefi. These 
(roojxs were meeting stiffening Clar­ 
ina n opposition.

A Statement to the Public by 


The Ohio Bell Telephone Company 


On the morning of November 17, telephone operators at Dayton went on strike and established 
picket lines. This action was followed by sympathy walkouts in a number of other Ohio commun­ 
ities. The strike is still in progress. On the afternoon of November 17 the following telegram was 
sent by the Regional War Labor Board to the officers of the Ohio Federation of Telephone Workers, 


Inc.: 


“The Regional War Labor Board is in­ 
formed that employees of the Ohio Fed­ 
eration of Telephone Workers, Inc. em­ 
ployed at The Ohio Bell Telephone Com­ 
pany have gone out on strike in violation 
of national policy of continued produc­ 
tion during the war emergency period. 
The Regional Board is further edvised 
that the strike is over a dispute over an 
expense bonus paid transferee employees. 
A dispute case involving this issue has 
been certified to the Natonal War Labor 
Board and referred to the Regional Board 
for action. Both parties have been noti­ 
fied of a hearing scheduled for the week 
of Novmber 27 before tri-partite panel 
with independent labor representation 
from the National Federation of Tele­ 
phone Workers."* 


“Despite notification of pending hear­ 
ing on dispute and immediate availabil­ 
ity of att facuities provided by the gov­ 
ernment for peaceful settlements^ mem­ 
bers of your union have gone out on 
strike. National policy and equal treat­ 
ment of att workers concerned prohibits 


Regional Board action on dispute cases 
pending during a work stoppage. Strike 
action can only delay settlement of dis­ 
pute and therefore detrimentally affect 
the interest of employees in their case be- 
for the Board." 


“The Company will be directed to 
cease any negotiations until the work 
stoppage has been terminated. The Reg­ 
ional Board. is. however, ready to contin­ 
ue immediate action when full operatons 
have been restored. The Regional War 
Labor Board unanimously orders that you 
instruct all members of the Ohio Feder­ 
ation of Telephone Workers. Inc., em­ 
ployed at the Ohio Bell to return to work 
at once< restore full operation immediate­ 
ly and notify this Board of their action. 
You are further directed to bring the con­ 
tents of the telegram to the immediate 
attention of all membrs of your union. 
Please wire compliance.
